The Record of the Iter. John Chambers.
A few days since we publiBhed an artlcl" in
regard to the attack which the Rev. John
Chambers bw fit to make on thojtev. Jambi
Null, in regard to a loyal sermon preacheil by

thelatter.who, Mr. Chamdubs alleged, was hired
by him for ten dollars, and who deceived htm

by the tone adopted in his address. We then
said:

"Now In regard to the 'ten dollar biro,' one word.
W are author zod to stale that Mr. Cuamdkiis
never save Air NuiLL onecnt for his service. Mr.
ft kill is blessed witti this world's goods to such an
extant as to be entirely beyond the need of accept-
ing from any one compensation for his labor. Ho is
a rich man, and one wtio lias lavished his wealth on
a good cause, throughout the emiro war he has
aided the families of soldier, and acted like a

citizen, while Mr. C hambers was bowiui to
treason and ta;itly consenting to tao destruction of
the nation.
i Since the appearance of tin; article from which
we quote we have been viflited by Mr. Cham-

bers, and also by Mr. Neill. The former gen-

tleman reiterates his statement concerning the
hire, and has seen fit to give the facts for publi-

cation to one of the (ournals of our city. We

have now, on our part, but to repeat our former
assertion; yet, at the same time, to do what
appears to be an art of justice to Mr. Chambers.
We said that "Mr. Neill never received one
cent for his service," and to that statement we
are prepared to staud. At the same time, it is
due to Mr. Chambers to state that he gave Mr.

Neill a certain sum of money, the amount of
which is forgotten, which the recipient believed
was all for Mr. McKke, to whom he handed
it entire. It may have been the intention
ot Mr. Chambers that the money should
be divided; but the impression given to
Mr. Neill was such that he handed over to Mr.
McKkb. Hence Mr. Chambers never gave Mr.

Neill one cent for his services. In respect to
the ejllensive word "hire," we have only to say
that it was totally misused by 3Ir. Chambers
whether wilfully or not, we do Dot prctcml to
say. Worcester defines the word as meaning, "To
engage to temporary service lr waees." Now,
Mr. Chambers did not engage Mr. Nbit.l. He
knew nothing of the request made to that
gentleman to preach in the Independent Ch irob.
The solicitation came from one of the trus-
tees, when it was declined by Mr. XaiLL, as
he was unwilling to preach in a pulpit from
which no sound of good cheer to our national
cause had ever issued. He was then requested
to do so by the Trustees of (he church. When He
assented, then Mr. Chambers called on him to
thank him, and to ask him to secure anolner
minister to fill his pulpit next Sabbath. Mr.
McKek was suggested, and Mr. Chambers gave
the money to be handed to Mr. McKee. Such
is the state of the case as we understand it.

We believe that Mr. Chambers, is a
good man morally, but a bad man politically.
He has been guilt; of such flagrant iuconsisL
ency that his course seems absolutely am using.
He stated in his recent sermon that his obie
lion to the address ot Mr. Neill was that he was
unwilling to be the victim of a conspiracy, aud
would not have his pulpit ma le the forum of
bloody men. In regard to the conspiracy, we
have only to say that the sermon preache t was
written and preached in February, 18G1; and
that, in accordance with the usual policy of a
Biinister, he repeated it in atter years. In regard
to the bloody part ol the objection, we have only
to say that Mr. Chambers preached as bloody a
sermon himself not many years ago. On No-

vember 24, 185!), he said:

'Sometimes men toll us If we should have warwith Hmgiaud, our euomios would burn Uostou, audburu Aew York, aud bum I'luiadeiphia, and burnBaltimore, aud burn every city on the Atlautiosi ore.' 1 do not be iove a word of it. vVe are notmade of stun' to ue thus burned."
Then he spoke like a patriot, and his words of

fire caused many hearts to buru, and a'l admired
the "War-horse- " who was true to his coun'ry.
His words are as much in favor of war aud as
truly patriotic us those uttered by Mr. Nbill,
and give absurdity to hit statement that he
never would let his pulpit lavor war. It was
not his objection to war in the abstract, but it
was to our civil contest. He would fuvor re-
pelling foreign invasions, but would let the
nation peiibh by the knife ol the internal assas-
sin. Let hni not put it down to principle; it
was.wantof patriotism and a living sympathy
with the South that have led to his objection.
If Mr. Chambers was a true man, as he pro-fume- d

to be then, he wouid nut hold the position
In our commuuity that he does. It is because
he has deviated from the honored path that, In
6Happointment, indignation, and surprise, wo
have watched and commented on his course.

In that same sermon, in 1859, be made a gal-
lant promise, a vow the most solemn which our
Christianity can recognize. He said:

' frwe wew noble words, but they were only
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"words, words, words." Ilia actions have con.
tiadlrted his professions, anfl we have never, dur-

ing the lour years of deadly struggle against
treason, heard the anathema maranatha pro.
nounced. It lias rather been a benediction than
a curse whirb. has fell from Mr. Chambers' lip?.
We have sought meiely to show the difference
iu his conduct in 185 and since the war, and
we are convinced that his opposition to the
words of Mr. Neill was not due to an abstract
abhorrence of war, but to a hatred for any sym-

pathy whir h should be extended to our Union
armies. The fact, however, that a large numbci
of the members of his church requested the
address for publication, bears witness that there
are ten righteous men, at least, In Sodom.

Commencement ol the Enropean War.
The steamship Jura brings intelligence of the
formal commencement ot the great European
war. We say "formal," lor there has been an
actual state of war ever since Trussia took pos-

session of Holstein. The Federal Diet having,
on the Uth ol Juue, agreed to the Austrian pro-

position for the mobilization of the Federal
army, Prustia, agreeably to previous notice,
carried out her threat to consider It an act ot
hostility on the part of those States which sup-

ported It, and on the following day commenced
the war by sending troops into Saxony and
Hanover.

A report, which is not confirmed, however,
prevailed at Pans tl, at an engagement had taken
place at Leipsic on the KJlh.

Prussia has issued a declaration to the great
powers justifying the invasion, on the ground
that the decision ol the Diet on the 14th broke
up the Confederation, and that the law ot

compelled Trussia to secure herself
against the neighboring States, in opyn or con-

cealed hostility; that fhe bad previously offered
a conditional alliance, which was rejected.

We thus have the immediate and ostensible
occasion for the war, as Prussia gives It to the
world. It will be seen that it at once Involves
all Germany, Instead of merely Including Prus-
sia and Austria. IU grand and imposing pro-
portions may be realized when we consider that,
ns it now stands, it involves a population of
over seventy nuilious. If to tbi-- t number we
add Italy, we have the tremendous total of
quite one hundred millions of human beiogs,
all of whose resources and euergies are no v to
be turned to the terrible work of destruction
and death. There has been nothing to compare
with it since the days ot the elder Uonacarte.

Europe has beeu so often fought over that its
strategic points are well seitled. VVe shall
accordingly find the battles of the present war
occurring, in all probability, upon the old sites
which have so olten trembled beneath the tread
of Ihe armed legions of the great heroa ol'
history.

Leipsic, where the first euagement is re-
ported to have occurred, is the scene ot that
terrible three days' battle in October, 1313,
where Napoleon, with 130,000 men, withstood
the assaults of the allies with 250,000, until he
was fiually overpowered and driveu out of the
city, with the loss of nearly half his ariny.

The proximity of the Prussian and Austrian
armies is sucb, and the anxiety on either side to
secue the advantages of position and the pres-
tige of success so urgent, that a great battle
must be clc-f- at hand.'

The German Confederation.
The doings of the German ConfeJeration are
just now of so great Importance with reference
t the impending war in Europe, th'it it may
bo worth while to refresh the minds of our
readers with reference to the structure aud
functions of that- unique association of States.
The German Confederation is composed ot
thirty-eigh- t sovereign aud independent Slater
The chiel of these in extent and population are
a part of Prussia, containing a population of
12,44"),000; a part of Austria, population,
12,208,000; the Kingdom ot Bavaria, 4,559,000;
the Kingdom of Hanover, 1,819,000; the King-
dom of Saxony, 1,087,000; the Kingdom of
Wurtemburg, 1,733,000; and the Grand Duchy
ol Baden, 1,305,000. The total population of
the Confederation, exclusive of Austria and
Prussia, is about 20,000,000. The ordinary
Federal army numbers 303,193 men, furnished
in proportionate contingents by the several
S'atcs. About 175,000 of these, however, are
lurnished by Prussia and Austria,

The declared object of the Confederation is the
maintenance of the security ot Germany and the
independence and integrity of its respective
States. Its affairs are managed by a Represen-
tative Asssrobly, called a Diet. In this body
each State bas one or more votes, according to
rank, the whole number being sixty-nine- .

Austria, Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, and
Wurtemburg have each four votes; Baden,
Hesse-Casee- Hesse-Darmstad- t, Holstein, and Lau-enbur-

Luxemburg, and Limburg, each three;
Brunsnlck, Mechlen-Schwerin- , Nassau, two; aud
each of the other twenty-fou- r States one vote
cacb. When It acts, however, as tbe "Minor
Assembly," or "Committee," each of the larger
States has one vote, while the eight smaller
States are grouped together and vote frac-
tionally.

It was in this Diet that, on the 11th iu-ta- nt

Austria moved for the immediate mobilization
ol the entire Federal army; whereupon Prussia
notified the minor Slates that upon toe passage
ol such a mtasure she would regard the Con-
federation ns at an end. Nevertheless, the mea-
sure passed. If Pruss'a acts accordiug to her
tiirunt, we do not see how she can avoid giving
Austria tbe support of all the other members of
the Confederation. II such should prove to be
the case, Amtrlu's proper military force would
he increased by over 200,000 men, while she
would eujoy other advautmes from the co-
operation of the minor States that wo;ild tell
largely in the struggle. But it is not impro-
bable thut eonie of the minor States may be
speedily occupied by Prussia, and their re-
sources turued into her own channels. In the
event of a great war, such as this promises to
be, it is impossible to foretell the complications
that may aiise. Should Prussia prove success-
ful, she will probably absorb many of the
smaller Slatts, thus increasing her standing and
influence as one of tbe first powers of Europe.

Policibs. Tbe High Constable and his posse,

duced has been sufficient to have, them all
placed under bonds. What we now demand, is
that ttie District Attorney prosecute them to
the tit most of the law, secure their canviction,
let them be sentenced, and that the full punish-
ment be meted out to these transgressors. We
too frequently hear of arrests, we see them
chronicled in our daily papers, but
never hear of the offenders being brought
into Court. What becomes ol them we are not
prepared to say, but th fact is patent that for
many years wo have had no convictions of par-
ties engaged in this illicit traffic. When we
remember the evil which they bring about, the
domestic desolation, the poverty, tbe crime, the
bae.nrd laces and wild eyes, the ruined

the final destriutiuii, morally, physi-
cally, and menially, of the victims, we do not
wonder at the impatience felt by the people
that those who cause all thli agony should go
unpuuiFhed. We hope that we will soon, have
such an example fct to all the tribe as will ter-rii- y

them, and compel them, through fear, to
abstain from their xork of destruction. It
would lequire but a few cases ot conviction to
alarm the whole brotherhood and puree our
city, to a preut degree, lrom Hie contamination
of such moral monsters.

Cornered Again. The Aqc eays that Masaa.
chusett.s abolished slavery because "she found
that it did not pa." The assertion, if true,
which it is not, would only show that Massachu-
setts had the sense, a hundred years ago, to dis-

cover and act upon a plain economic truth,
which the "Hip Van Winkle" of the Age can't
even yet comprehend. Had the whole nation
acted n on ti e Massachusetts idea that slavery
don't pay, we should have saved tbe thousands
ol millions ol dollars we have just spent in put-
ting down the Slaveholders' Rebellion, and have
been immeasurably richer in all other respects.

It is worthy of remark that Connecticut, the
State which before all others the Conservatives
have hoped to carry, is the very first to ratify
the Constitutional ameudment. Her lo.ver
llotirie, yesterday, concurred with the Senate,
whereupon the Uniou men very appropriately
fired one hundred gun.
